Sanator Marcus Alonxo Hanna died at 6:4 > 
t'oloek Monday evening at the family apart- 
■oat, in the Arlington Hotel inWashington City, 
after an illness extending over nearly two 
■oaths, filled with apparent recoveries, followed 
^relapses and finally drifting into typhoid fe- 
tor, which, in hi* weakened condition, ho wa. 
anable to withstand. 

During the two days previous life had been 
| kopt in Senator Hanna's body only by the use 
powerful stimulants. 

Senator Hanna was born at New Lisbon, now 
■isbon. 0., September 24th, 1837. He wa.
